Gang brawl leaves 15-year-old in hospital

A 15-year-old boy was stabbed in the 
face during a gang fight outside a 
well-known trouble spot. 

The brawl, involving at least 20 
hooded youths, erupted outside 
Tesco Express, in Craddocks Parade, 
Ashtead, on Saturday night. 

Less than two weeks ago Surrey 
police made an application to revoke 
the alcohol licence at the same store 
after numerous complaints of crime 
and antisocial behaviour. 

Police officers were concerned that 
groups of youths gathered inside 
and outside the store because man¬ 
agement and security were “ineffec¬ 
tive”. 

But Mole Valley councillors reject¬ 
ed the application at a meeting of the 
licensing sub-committee on October 
18, saying the store was not responsi¬ 
ble for any trouble outside. 

Ten people were arrested after Sat¬ 
urday night’s fight between yobs 
from Ashtead, Epsom and other 
neighbouring areas. 

The 15-year-old needed stitches to 
his face and was taken to Epsom Hos¬ 
pital by ambulance after being 
stabbed in the face with a knife. 

Chairman of the licensing sub¬ 
committee Councillor David Walker 
said: “I feel no responsibility for any 
of that, not at all. It’s these children’s 
parents fault and not the licensee. 
It’s not down to a particular shop¬ 
keeper to stop youngsters from caus¬ 
ing trouble. 

“It’s down to the police and the

“They’ve asked me more than once 
to buy alcohol for them but I have 
always refused. 

“Tesco should not have been able to 
keep their licence because of all the 
trouble in the road. 

“Police should be a bit tougher as 
well, and the parents in Ashtead 
should be aware of their 15-year-olds 
causing trouble and drinking.” 

A spokesman for Tesco said: “It’s 
important to us to be a good neigh¬ 
bour as antisocial behaviour like 
this scares customers off and lowers 
the general tone of the place, which 
is good for absolutely no one.” 

Three 15-year-old boys, two from 
Epsom and one from Chessington, 
five 16-year-old boys, two from 
Epsom, one from Sutton, one from 
Chessington and one from Carshal- 
ton, and a 17-year-old boy from 
Epsom have been released on police 
bail until December 22 while en¬ 
quiries continue. 

A 15-year-old boy from Epsom was 
released on police bail until Decem¬ 
ber 23, pending further enquiries. 

Investigating officer Detective Con¬ 
stable Ian Moody said: “Detectives 
and officers from the Mole Valley 
safer neighbourhood team have been 
working extremely hard, which has 
resulted in the arrests we have made. 
I am still appealing to anyone who 
has any information regarding the 
assault in Craddocks Parade to come 
forward, even the smallest piece of 
information could help.”

A streetcar named success 


Pay-as-you-go cars in Worces¬ 
ter Park are proving popular 
since they were launched in 
May this year. 

The Streetcar scheme offers 
cars 24-hours-a-day, with a card 
system to unlock them and 
drive them away. 

For an hourly charge of 
£5.95, drivers get 30 miles 
worth of petrol, with every 
extra mile charged at 23p. 
There is no tax, MoT or insur¬ 
ance to pay and members do 
not have to pay off car loans or 
worry about depreciation. 

Worcester Park has three 
cars, one on Caldbeck Avenue 
and two in the Hamptons, with 
an average use of seven hours 
per day.

“I think it’s the best inven¬ 
tion ever,” said user Tania 
Eiberg. “The cars in the Hamp¬ 
tons are in use constantly and I 
advise all my friends to consid¬ 
er Streetcar before they think 
of buying a new one. 

“There’s just no reason to 
have a car now. Public trans¬ 
port is great and this scheme is 
so affordable. If everyone used 
it there would be so much less 
congestion and traffic is al¬ 
ready a serious issue around 
Worcester Park.” 

The environmental benefits 
are well-documented, with 
every Streetcar taking six pri¬ 


vately-owned cars off the road 
because members often sell, or 
do not replace, cars when they 
join the scheme. 

According to research by the 
company, members reduce 
their driving by 68 per cent. 
Based on these figures, Street¬ 
car will reduce CO 2 emission 
by about 2,000 tonnes over the 
next two years. 

Smarter Travel Sutton is a 
£5m three-year partnership 
project between Sutton Coun¬ 
cil and Transport for London, 
which aims to reduce car trips 
and promote greener travel. It 
is advising people to sign up 
this autumn. 

Ben Plowden, Transport for 
London’s Smarter Travel pro¬ 


gramme director said: “Car 
clubs help cut the number of 
cars on the road, ease pressure 
on parking and reduce conges¬ 
tion and pollution in the capi¬ 
tal.” 

Aside from the benefits to the 
environment, the economic 
savings could be huge - up to 
£2,000 a year for occasional 
road users in Worcester Park. 
Kingston Council said the 
scheme could also ease the 
pressure of the credit crunch 
by reducing outgoings.

tion caused by an over¬ 
reactive thyroid which 
leads to a loss of weight. 

Advice given by Mrs 
Zaremba to her patients in¬ 
clude avoiding all foods 
containing gluten. Doing so 
improves patients’ well¬ 
being and reduces the risk 
of complications. 

She said: “Those who are 
affected by coeliac disease 
have to look at everything 
they eat all the time includ¬ 
ing when eating out in 
restaurants which is par¬ 
ticularly difficult for them. 

“Some of my patients are 
supersensitive to gluten - 
the smallest amount of 
gluten can make their joints 
swell up and affect their 
general mood making them 
very tearful.” 

Mrs Zaremba, who re¬ 
ceived the award during a 
ceremony at London’s 
Glaziers Hall, is one of 
seven dieticians based at 
Epsom Hospital, treating up 
to 220 patients each year.

Police warn of the penalties for lead theft 


Lead thieves can face up to five 
years in jail and receive an unlim¬ 
ited fine, police warned. 

The warning was sparked by a 
wave of thefts of lead mainly from 
schools, churches and shops 
across the region, including 
Epsom and Ewell, with 39 inci¬ 
dents reported in the last six 
months. 

Anyone transporting controlled 
waste, which includes scrap 
metal, needs to have a Waste Car¬ 
rier Licence, which is issued by 
the Environment Agency 


Failure to produce a valid li¬ 
cence could lead to prosecution by 
magistrates, resulting in up to 
six-months in prison and a fine of 
up to £50,000, or prosecution at 
Crown Court, resulting in five 
years in prison and an unlimited 
fine. 

Detective Chief Inspector Chris 
Raymer said: “Lead theft has been 
of real concern to us because we 
have seen the number of incidents 
increase in East Surrey recently. 

“Officers from local Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Teams have been target¬ 


ing resources to identify those be¬ 
hind the thefts and we have car¬ 
ried out a number of visits to 
various outlets, such as scrap 
metal yards, in order to obtain 
valuable information on those at¬ 
tempting to sell lead on.” 

Anyone with information about 
lead thefts should contact Surrey 
Police on 0845 125 2222 or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111.

Harassing council 
worker sentenced

A council officer who harassed her neigh¬ 
bour for almost a year was sentenced to a 
community order in court. 

Angela Goddard, 38, of Bidhams Cres¬ 
cent, Tadworth, was found guilty in 
Reigate Magistrates’ Court, on Friday, of 
harassing her neighbour, part-time secre¬ 
tary Jacqueline Grose, 39, from April 2006 
until February 2007. 

Rachel Monaghan, prosecuting, said 
during this time Goddard, who works as a 
transport development control officer for 
Surrey County Council, had shouted 
abuse at Mrs Grose and her 16-year-old 
daughter, thrown weed killer over her 
fence to kill her lawn, thrown stones at 
her conservatory several times and taken 
photographs whenever her neighbour had 
visitors. 

Miss Monaghan said: “In February, the 
victim reported that matters were still on¬ 
going, with the defendant making rude 
gestures to her daughter.” 

Norman Blackman, defending, said 
trouble started when Goddard approached 
her neighbour regarding a contribution 
towards a shared fence that she had re¬ 
paired. 

Goddard had pleaded not guilty to the of¬ 
fence, but was later convicted. She will 
now have to do 120 hours unpaid commu¬ 
nity work in a period of 12 months and 
pay £455 court costs. 

In sentencing, chairman Mrs Naomi 
Gould said: “We understand that it was 
quite serious harassment for a long period 
time so we have decided that you will re¬ 
ceive a community order as punishment.” 

According to Mrs Grose, after she de¬ 
clined paying half the cost of the fence re¬ 
pair, Goddard took her to the small claims 
court. “In the end we paid it, but she then 
started doing all those things.”

Mrs Grose said she thinks it as a fair 
sentence. 

She said: “For someone who claims to be 
so educated, she’s a very silly woman who 
got what she deserved. 

“I’m just glad it’s over and now hopeful¬ 
ly it won’t happen any more.” 

A spokeswoman for Surrey County 
Council said: “The council is aware of the 
case and is considering whether there are 
any implications from the judgement for 
the county council.”

of the Esso petrol station in 
The Street to highlight the 
problems with the Tesco pro¬ 
posal and gather more support¬ 
ers for their cause. 

Mrs Russell said: “Tesco 
claims that there’s a need for 
a supermarket of this size 
in Ashtead, based on studies 
that include its shopping 
survey.” 

“However, its survey was just 
calling people to find out 
where they did their shopping 


and not actually asking if they 
wanted a superstore in 
Ashtead.” 

Mrs Russell said if the devel¬ 
opment went ahead, it would 
overwhelm the other shops in 
the area. She added: “It is dis¬ 
proportionately large and rep¬ 
resents an overdevelopment of 
the site. The proposal is totally 
out of character with the rest 
of The Street.” 

Among the issues raised by 
the campaigners and residents 
are environmental concerns. 

According to Save, the 
proposal contravenes several 


environmental policies. If the 
development is approved, 60 
trees will be felled on the site 
to make way for the super¬ 
store, Save says. 

Also, according to the cam¬ 
paigners, Tesco is expecting to 
have 1,000 customers a day and 
the car park it is planning to 
build would be inadequate, as 
it would only have 42 spaces.

Typhoid victim’s grandchild 


tells of asylum fight 


Relatives told how a woman was 
locked up for years in a mental asy¬ 
lum in Epsom for having typhoid. 

The Epsom Guardian revealed 
earlier this year how more than 50 
women had been locked up at Long 
Grove for years for carrying the 
disease. 

The women were considered a 
threat to public health, as there 
were no antibiotics at the time to 
treat the illness. 

Between 1944 and 1957, an aver¬ 
age of three women per year were 
admitted to Long Grove, and 
records show many of them were 
married and had children. 

Mary Allouis, a mother of three, 
of Notting Hill, was one of those 
locked up. 

Her eldest granddaughter Jackie 
Ingham said: “She started to have 
very bad mood swings, I think. 

“My grandfather couldn’t cope 
with it but my father, who must 
only have been about 20, called a 
doctor who immediately said she

was - you know - off her head or 
losing her mind and they said she 
had to go into hospital. She didn’t 
want to go but I believe she was 
sectioned at that point.” 

Mrs Allouis ran a boarding house 
in Wandsworth and a dairy in Not¬ 
ting Hill in the late 1920s and early 
1930s. She was married to Jules, a 
head chef at the Cafe Royal. 

She was certified insane at the 
age of 40 and sent to Horton Asy¬ 
lum in Epsom in 1935. In 1939, she 
was transferred to Long Grove. 

She was transferred to a general 
ward in 1950, after being cured as a 
carrier in the late 40s, when antibi¬ 
otics became available. 

Her family went to visit every 
Sunday. Mrs Ingham told the BBC: 
“We were in this huge building 
with tiles up the walls and in an 
enormous room with lots of tables 
and chairs and masses of people in 


there, with an awful lot of noise. It 
was awful, it was bedlam. 

“And then my father. I can 
remember the conversations - he 
did not want her there. There was 
nothing wrong with my grand¬ 
mother. He wanted her out. I believe 
he went to court to get her out.” 

After years of a legal battle, Mrs 
Allouis was finally released. She 
died in 1972. 

Bert Barnhurst, from the Epsom 
and Ewell Local and Family Histo¬ 
ry Centre, said: “The thing that was 
so bad was that they were put in 
such poor accommodation for 
something that was not their fault. 

“They couldn’t be blamed for 
being carriers. That was the shock¬ 
ing part about it - they were very 
poorly treated.” 

The hospital, which opened in 
1907 and closed in 1992 and once 
housed almost 2,000 patients, is 
now a luxury housing estate.

Labour Ignores 
its own advice’ 


Long-term Government plans for Reigate 
and Banstead have been slated by the coun¬ 
cil, which claims that Whitehall is ignor¬ 
ing its own inspectors’ advice. 

Reigate and Banstead Borough Council 
condemned the level of building that the 
Government is demanding - 2,000 more 
homes than its experts recommended - and 
its plans to review the borough’s green belt. 

The plans would mean that a minimum 
of 562 new homes would be built in Reigate 
and Banstead each year, with the numbers 
increasing annually until 2026. 

Councillor Joan Spiers, leader of the 
council, said: “Reigate and Banstead 
received one of the highest allocations in 
the region, but there is very little evidence 
that the capacity of land or the market can 
deliver these extra houses. 

“The Government seems intent on creat¬ 
ing unrealistic housing quotas on our bor¬ 
ough without any real explanation of the 
basis of its allocation criteria. 

“Whitehall needs to recognise that the 
south-east is not subservient to London. 
Greater emphasis should be placed on the 
Borough’s own viability as a quality place 
to live.”

Victorian hospital site reborn 
as sustainable living homes 



Green vision:The St Ebba’s Hospital site will get a new lease of life 


A new estate of environmental- 
ly-friendly homes will soon be 
built in Epsom. 

The old site of St Ebba’s Hos¬ 
pital will now be redeveloped 
with 322 eco-homes and a car 
park for residents and the pub¬ 
lic. 

At least 30 per cent of the 
properties are set to go to key 
workers and about 100 of them 
will be classed as affordable - 
with 70 reserved for social 
housing. 

About 20 per cent of the ener¬ 
gy needed for the environmen- 
tally-friendly homes is due to 
be generated from on-site re¬ 
newable sources. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s planning committee 
approved the scheme submit¬ 
ted by English Partnerships 
and its partner, Crest Linden. 

The project is part of a regen¬ 
eration of Victorian hospitals 
surrounding Epsom and incor¬ 
porates a large part of West 
Park Hospital’s site.

David Ashworth, regional di¬ 
rector of English Partnerships, 
said: “We are looking forward 
to working with our develop¬ 
ment partners and the local 
community to transform this 
redundant former hospital site 
into a truly sustainable new 
neighbourhood that will in¬ 
crease the number of much- 
needed affordable homes 
within the Epsom area.” 

A spokeswoman for Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council 
said: “The scheme was ap¬ 
proved by the planning com¬ 
mittee on October 9, following 
lengthy negotiations with 
council officers, direct input 
from English Partnerships and 
a full public consultation. 

“The proposed layout will re¬ 
spect its greenbelt setting and 
provide an attractive green cor¬ 
ridor through the centre of the 
site. The council is committed 


to improving the visual appear¬ 
ance of the local environment 
and this development will pro¬ 
vide a unique, yet traditional, 
living environment.” 

St Ebba’s Hospital, first 
known as the Ewell Epileptic 
Colony, opened in 1903. In 1962 
the South West Metropolitan 
Regional Hospital Board 


changed the use of St Ebba’s 
Hospital from a psychiatric 
hospital to a hospital for men¬ 
tally subnormal patients. 

Since 1990, responsibility for 
St Ebba’s was transferred to 
Mid Surrey Health Authority, 
which applied to become an 
NHS trust in 1991. Trust status 
was was granted in April 1995 


with the creation of Surrey 
Heartlands NHS Trust. 

The hospital remains official¬ 
ly open, although its services, 
run by Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS Trust now, 
have been closed or relocated.

“If I hadn’t had other pro¬ 
jects at the same time I could 
have done it in four”, he said. 

Mr Matthews decided to 
write military history books 
because of his father’s RAF ca¬ 
reer and he wanted to promote 
Surrey’s military heritage. 

“I decided to write books to 
get people interested in the air 
bases, the pilots and the whole 
history behind their participa¬ 
tion in both wars,” said Mr 
Matthews. 

He explained he had been try¬ 
ing to get publishers interested 
in a book about men from 


Epsom who served in the 
Queen’s Regiment during both 
wars for a long time. “There 
are lots of very good stories 
about these men and I have 
plenty of material, but no one 
seems to be interested in pub¬ 
lishing it,” he said. 

Mr Matthews has been living 
in Epsom for the last 40 years. 
He has a wife and a five-year- 
old daughter, who just started 
school. He has been a freelance 


writer for 18 years and pub¬ 
lished over 100 books so far, in¬ 
cluding short children’s books 
and others about war history.

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Brother of wartime crash 
victim ‘very proud of him’

The brother of an airman 
killed in a wartime plane crash 
has come forward to help build 
a picture of the man historians 
want to honour. 

Reginald Cox, 81, called the 
Sutton Guardian this week 
after reading a report in the 
newspaper detailing a future 
service to commemorate the 
men that died. 

Sergeant Air Gunner Leslie 
Cox was part of an eight-man 
crew on board the Halifax 
bomber when it crashed over 
RAF Faldingworth in Lin¬ 
colnshire on December 16, 
1943. 

The crew - part of a heavy- 
conversion unit which trained 
airmen from medium bombers 
to heavy bombers - are not on 
official rolls of honour be¬ 
cause they were not lost in 
combat. 

Last week we reported how 
local historians now want to 
pay tribute to the airmen by 
holding a commemoration ser¬ 
vice in September 2009 in Fald¬ 
ingworth village. 

The story prompted Mr Cox, 
of Tadworth, to shed some 
light on his brother, who was 
21 years old when he died and 
is buried in Sutton Cemetery. 

Mr Cox said: “I remember 
the day we were told. They said 
it was a mid-air collision.

C diff cases drop by a third in hospitals 


Cases of a potentially fatal bacte¬ 
ria have fallen by almost a third at 
Epsom, St Helier and Sutton Hos¬ 
pitals. 

Health Protection Agency fig¬ 
ures show that cases of C diff fell 
from 95 cases in April to June 2007 
to 66 in the same quarter this year. 

C diff, which causes diarrhoea 
and fever, can be either mild or 
fatal. It does not cause any prob¬ 
lems in healthy people, but is 
caused when antibiotics that are 
used to treat other health condi¬ 
tions can interfere with the bal¬ 
ance of bacteria in the gut. 

Epsom and St Helier University 


Hospitals chief executive Saman¬ 
tha Jones said: “Infection control 
is the Trust’s number one priority 
and I am very encouraged by the 
latest figures from the Health Pro¬ 
tection Agency. 

“Combined with the 50 per cent 
cut in MRSA cases we announced 
in September, I hope local people 
and patients will see how commit¬ 
ted we are to reducing the number 
of healthcare-acquired infections 
we have in our hospitals. 

“Our staff and volunteers have 
worked extremely hard to help us 
cut the rates of both MRSA and C 
diff and I thank them for their 


continued support. 

“Patients also have a vital role to 
play It is very important that they 
wash their hands thoroughly with 
soap and water, especially after 
using the toilet and before eat¬ 
ing.” 

Measures introduced to reduce 
healthcare-acquired infections in¬ 
clude the launch of a major hand 
hygiene awareness campaign tar¬ 
geted at staff, patients and visi¬ 
tors and a £300,000 deep clean of 
the hospitals.

Burglaries up 300% 


Burglaries have soared by more 
than 300 per cent in Clockhouse 
and Carshalton South, according 
to police figures. 

New police statistics show that 
from April 1 to August 31, there 
were 47 burglaries, up from 15 in 
the same period in 2007. 

The statistics were presented to 
last week’s Sutton Community 
and Police Forum, causing a few 
raised eyebrows among members. 

Derek Yeo, representing the 
Sutton Seniors’ Forum (SSF) and 
who also sits on the local safer 
neighbourhood committee, said: “I 
was very concerned at the spike in 
burglaries. I’m not sure what the

“These sudden increases can hap¬ 
pen occasionally. It could be down 
to a gang operating in the area.” 

David Domby, chairman of the 
SSF, questioned the accuracy of the 
police statistics. 

He said: “They keep changing the 
way they compile these figures, so 
you never know what to believe. It 
is all very confusing. Police keep 
saying crime is coming down. I 
hope that is the case, but the trend 
does worry me.” 


On a more positive note, burglar¬ 
ies in Worcester Park fell from 
nearly 30 to 10 in the same period, 
and robberies in Beddington 
North from 24 to seven. 

A spokesman for Sutton police 
said: “We are working hard to re¬ 
duce burglary and catch offenders. 

“We have a number of overt and 
covert policing initiatives in place 
and the Carshalton South safer 
neighbourhood team now has bur¬ 
glary as one of its community pri¬ 
orities. Burglary remains a top 
priority for Sutton police.”

Council’s comments are 
the final snail in the tiffin 


A young mum has spoken out about Sutton 
Council for telling her that a snail she 
found in a pack of frozen vegetables was 
“good protein”.

The 26-year-old vegetarian said she was 
appalled that the council didn’t take her 
complaint seriously - particularly as she 
was preparing the food for her baby son. 

Miss Ravindranathan found the inch- 
long snail in a packet of Asda’s own brand 
mixed vegetables, bought on October 3. 
The supermarket chain have apologised 
and promised to investigate the incident.

Miss Ravindranathan, of Graham Road, 
said: “They should be more careful when 
preparing their food - it’s disgusting.” 

But she was more upset by the reaction of 
the council worker, who she said “teased 
her” about the find and told her that the 
council could not investigate the incident. 

A spokesman for Asda said: “ We obvi¬ 
ously take any incidents such as this very 
seriously and, in order to undertake a full 
investigation, we have asked the customer 
to return the item to us. We haven’t yet re¬ 
ceived this. 

“It goes without saying that we have apol¬ 
ogised to the customer and that we will 
look into this. We take all food complaints

seriously and assess each one individually 
before deciding what action to take.” 

A council spokesman said: “As snails are 
closely linked with plant life and this one 
was found in a vegetable product we would 
not take any further action if the retailer 
has been informed. 

“Asda sell thousands of units of frozen 
vegetables per week and we have received 
one complaint. Had there been more com¬ 
plaints we would be asking the local au¬ 
thority where the vegetables are produced 
to carry out further investigations.”

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Pensioner fined for illegal stop 
while she had an anxiety attack 


An elderly motorist was fined

After leaving her Vauxhall 
Corsa to arrange an emergen¬ 
cy doctor’s appointment, she 
returned to find the vehicle 
clamped. 

Despite support from her 
doctor, she is still waiting to re¬ 
ceive a refund from Transport 
for London (TfL) eight months 
after the offence. 

Mrs Aitkins, a grandmother 
from Worcester Park, said: 
“I’m not stupid. I know it is il¬ 
legal to park on a red route, but 
I was in such a terrible state I 
just had to get out of the car or 
I may have hit something. 

“I paid the fine because I had 
to get my car back and I knew I 
could appeal because there 
were mitigating circum¬ 
stances.

Government report shows violent 
crime rate in the borough falling 


Government figures reveal 
that violent crime in Sut¬ 
ton has fallen. 

Statistics for Sutton show 
recorded violence against 
the person fell from 3,161 in 
2005-6 to 2,989 in 2006-7, but 
nationally, the numbers 
have doubled in the last 10 
years. 

However, the MP for Sut¬ 
ton and Cheam, Paul 
Burstow, said the House of 
Commons report proved 
the Government needed to 
do more to tackle knife 
crime. 

Mr Burstow said the re¬ 


port, compiled by the pub¬ 
lic accounts committee of 
which he is a member, 
found there was a lack of 
co-ordination between the 
Home Office and the bodies 
it set up to deal with seri¬ 
ous violence and gang-re¬ 
lated activity. 

It found crime and disor¬ 
der reduction partnerships 
did not have enough re¬ 
sources to understand and 
combat violence. 

The result was a lack of 
information on why young 
people join gangs and what 
can be done to deter them. 


Mr Burstow added: 
“Today’s report uncovers a 
bureaucratic mess which 
is hampering the efforts to 
make our streets safer. 

“The Home Office estab¬ 
lished these partnerships 
in order to tackle violence 
in local communities, but 
the reality is that they do 
not have the resources to 
carry this out, so we have a 
huge rise in knife posses¬ 
sion.”

The disease, which is a brain 
condition similar to Parkin¬ 
son’s disease caused Mr Wheel¬ 
er to become disorientated and 
incoherent. 

Daughter, Katie Wheeler said 
her dad was unhappy at the 
care home and had become 
frustrated at his condition. She 
said: “I’m glad he is in a better 
place now. He is up there with 
his mum and dad. I suppose it’s 
good that he got a chance to 
spend his last days in free¬ 
dom.” 

Micky Wheeler was a keen 
Morden Rugby player in his 
younger days and Katie said it’ 


was because he couldn’t play 
football. She said: “He always 
said he didn’t really like foot¬ 
ball, but my grandma told me 
it’s because he wasn’t very 
good. I’m really going to miss 
his bad jokes and stories. He 
was such a gentleman - he 
wouldn’t swear around women 
and children. When Micky 
Wheeler walked into the room, 
everyone knew about it. He 
was a real character.” 

“The way things were going, 
he may have been completely 
dependant on people within a 
year. I know he wouldn’t have 
wanted that. There is no way it 
was suicide though - he didn’t 
believe in that.”

Stabbed in eye for 
‘fancying girlfriend’ 

Day of drinking before savage attack 


A drunk stabbed another man in 
the eye in a row over his girl¬ 
friend, a court heard. 

Paul Hayes, 37, of Vanguard 
Way, Roundshaw Estate, stabbed 
Richard Blight on May 6 after a 
day drinking cider and vodka. 

At Croydon Crown Court, Mr 
Blight said he had feared for his 
life during the assault which 
began when Hayes accused him of 
“fancying” his girlfriend Paula 
Metson. 

Hayes, who has a total of 65 of¬ 
fences on his records, was found 
guilty of wounding with intent 
and was remanded in custody to 
November 21. 

Judge John Tanzer ordered an 
assessment of Hayes’ potential 
danger to the public before sen-

fencing. In court Mr Blight said 
he went into Haye’s flat with Miss 
Metson and others after he saw 
him drinking from a bottle of 
vodka on the Roundshaw estate. 

He said: “He suddenly changed 
his attitude and said that I fan¬ 
cied Paula. 

“I said I didn’t fancy her, but he 
picked up a knife and cut me on 
the eye, the chest and hand. 

“I pushed him away but he came 
back at me again and cut me on 
the hand. Paula was screaming. 

“I stumbled and panicked. I 
thought I was going to be killed.” 

Giving evidence Miss Metson, 
said she was also stabbed by 


Hayes that night, but did not 
press charges because she was 
scared. 

She said: “I live in constant fear 
of reprisals from Paul and his 
family. I can never forgive Paul 
for trying to ruin my life.” 

In court Hayes, who had entered 
a not guilty plea, said he had gone 
into the kitchen to get a knife 
after Blight had pulled out a 
knife. 

He said he could see that Blight 
had been hurt but he had no idea 
how that had happened. 

As he was taken to the cells 
Hayes shouted: “You’ve got it 
wrong again.”

Over the past decade any house¬ 
builder wanting to pave over 
Worcester Park first had to con¬ 
tend with the might of Charles 
Collings. 

The retired structural engineer 
is being mourned in the commu¬ 
nity where he used his consider¬ 
able expertise to campaign 
against harmful developments. 

Charles, 74, a father of two, died 
of prostate cancer last month hav¬ 
ing continued to sift through plan¬ 
ning applications during his 
illness.

His energy and commitment to 
others also led to him being 
appointed chairman of Worc¬ 
ester Park Residents’ Association 
(WPRA). 

Angela Marriott, former chair¬ 
man of WPRA and a present com¬ 
mittee member, said: “For years 
Charles Collings had used his ex¬ 
pertise in engineering and con¬ 
struction to help local residents 
understand the implications of 
redevelopments in the borough 
and to campaign to minimise 
any harmful effects these might 
have. 

“He tirelessly carried out re¬ 
search and checked new applica¬ 
tions at the borough’s planning 
department, even when he was 
suffering from poor health.” 

Mrs Marriott added: “Worcester 
Park residents owe Charles a debt 
of gratitude for his invaluable ex¬ 
pert advice, his in-depth research 


and all his campaigning on their 
behalf. 

“The WPRA are keen to ac¬ 
knowledge this debt and to send 
our heartfelt sympathy and con¬ 
dolences to his widow Jean and 


the Collings family on their sad 
loss.”

Caretaker jobs threat

A trade union embroiled in a care¬ 
taker sacking row has demanded 
the consultation process be 
restarted. 

Eleven of Sutton’s residential 
caretakers have been threatened 
with the sack unless they accept a 
new deal. 

The new deal would force them 
to take a £4,000 pay cut by giving 
up the homes they inhabit on the 
estates they maintain. 

The GMB union, who represent 
seven of the caretakers, met Sut¬ 
ton Housing Partnership (SHP) on 
Friday, October 17 to lodge an offi¬ 
cial grievance over the treatment 
of the caretakers. 

At the meeting, GMB representa¬ 
tive Frank Macklin said that he 
didn’t believe residents, the union 
or caretakers had been consulted 
properly. 

He said: “Of 4,500 tenants who 
were sent the survey, only 49 actu¬ 
ally returned it. I don’t know how 
SHP can call this democratic. 
They have based their assump¬ 
tions and decisions on what 49 
people have said, it is preposter¬ 
ous that people could lose their 
jobs and homes over this.” 

Mr Macklin proposed at the 
meeting that the consultation be 
started again, with the union in¬ 
volved from the start. He said: “I 
genuinely do not believe that these 
residents do not want a caretaker 
on site. The caretakers are the 
first point of call for anyone with a 
problem in their house.” 

Mr Macklin claimed problems 
had been reported to the SHP by 
the caretakers but were not fol¬ 


lowed up, leaving the caretakers to 
“get it in the neck” from residents. 

Mr Macklin suggested at the 
meeting that residents be given a 
pre-paid envelope in order to get 
more of a representative response 
from the community. He said: 
“Forty-nine responses from 4,500 
is not proportionate, and it cer¬ 
tainly isn’t enough to base this 
threat of the sack on.” 

A spokesman for SHP said: 
“GMB presented their case to our 


representatives and having taken 
their comments on board, we will 
be responding to GMB in the for¬ 
mal manner. 

SHP would like to re-iterate that 
we carried out a review of our 
caretaking and cleaning services 
in 2007, following full consulta¬ 
tions with both residents and 
staff.”

Brown’s 
green deal 

An army of loft insulators 
and draught-proofers is to 
be released on to the streets 
of Sutton as Gordon Brown 
combines his fight against 
climate change with the 
need to provide jobs in an 
economic downturn. 

In an echo of the New 
Deal, launched by the US 
president Franklin Roo¬ 
sevelt during the Great De¬ 
pression of the 1930s, the 
Prime Minister said a new 
employment scheme would 
train thousands of loft insu¬ 
lators. 

Speaking in Brussels at 
the EU summit last week, 
Mr Brown expressed his 
concern about the sharp 
rise in unemployment an¬ 
nounced today. But he said 
he had a plan. 

He said: “We are expand¬ 
ing in a very radical way 
our insulation and draught¬ 
proofing central-heating 
provision for the elderly 
and other people in our 
country. We are training 
large numbers of additional 
people to do that work in in¬ 
sulation. That will be one of 
the employment pro¬ 
grammes that will grow. 

“So I just give you one ex¬ 
ample of how we can com¬ 
bine to meet the challenges 
of climate change and cut 
people’s gas and electricity 
bills and create the opportu¬ 
nities for work and training 
for that work.”

Politicians visited Bedding- 
ton Farmlands recycling cen¬ 
tre to see how Government 
plans to reduce waste can be 
put into practice. 

As part of an inquiry into 
the future of the UK’s waste 
strategy, Viridor waste man¬ 
agement’s recycling and 
landfill centre received a 
visit from four representa¬ 
tives from the committee for 
the environment, food and 
rural affairs (Efra). 

They are involved in look¬ 
ing at how the Government’s 
ambitious plans to reduce 
waste and increase recycling 
rates across the UK can be 
achieved. 

The visit to the site forms 
part of a series of visits by 
the committee to learn more 
about the day-to-day practice 
of recycling and waste dis¬ 
posal. 

The Efra committee mem¬ 
bers on the visit included 
committee chairman 

Michael Jack, the Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Fylde, along with 
three Labour MPs. 

The committee studied the 
green waste composting fa¬ 
cility, which uses the latest 
composting technology to 


convert garden waste from 
Sutton, Merton and Croydon 
into a high quality soil condi¬ 
tioner. 

They also looked at the in¬ 
novative mechanical/biolog¬ 
ical treatment (MBT) facility, 
which splits out biodegrad¬ 
able, compostable materials 
from post-recycling waste to 
allow further recycling and 
composting. It is the first 
such plant in south London, 
and one of the first to be 
commissioned in the UK. 


Mr Jack said: “The task of 
the Efra inquiry is to look at 
how the policies in the waste 
strategy are working and to 
make national policy recom¬ 
mendations that could help 
to improve national waste 
policies and their delivery It 
really helps to see first hand 
how the waste industry is re¬ 
sponding to national policies 
and members see visits to fa¬ 
cilities like Beddington as 
being vital.” 

Victor Perez-Mares, region¬ 


al communications manager 
for Viridor Waste Manage¬ 
ment said: “The site at Bed¬ 
dington Farmlands has been 
serving the south London 
area for over 130 years for 
one form of waste treatment 
or another. 

“Waste is now seen as a re¬ 
source - with valuable mate¬ 
rials recovered to be recycled 
or re-used.”

Beat winter’s double whammy

We face a double challenge this 
year - coping with winter ills 
and the current financial cri¬ 
sis. 

As if things weren’t bad 
enough it seems that this com¬ 
bination could trigger an in¬ 
crease in the number of us 
suffering from seasonal colds 
and flu. 

Money’s short, jobs are at 
risk, and so there’s pressure to 
avoid taking time off from 
work through unnecessary ill¬ 
ness. It all adds up to rocketing 
stress levels, which in turn can 
potentially weaken our im¬ 
mune systems. 

But can our personalities 
make us more at risk of be¬ 
coming one of the nine million 



people annually, on average, 
who suffer the sniffles and sore 
throats after contracting one of 
the estimated 200 viruses cur¬ 
rently in circulation in the 
UK? 

“While there’s no scientific

The martyr

We have to mind our 
police and queues 


For a country which prides itself 
on its queueing etiquette, it seems 
half an hour at a police station is 
too much to ask. 

At last week’s Sutton Communi¬ 
ty Police Forum, members were 
outraged when it emerged people 
were having to wait up to 35 min¬ 
utes to deliver a letter. 

The issue prompted the most 
passionate debate of the evening 
among forum members. 

Conservative councillor Peter 
Geiringer from Belmont ignited 
the debate after receiving a letter 
from fellow councillor Pam Pick- 
nett. 

Coun Geiringer said at the meet¬ 
ing: “It is unacceptable. Thirty- 
five minutes to deliver a letter is 
just not good enough, the police 
should be better organised.”

Coun Picknett said: “It has hap¬ 
pened to me twice now, I’m getting 
used to it. The first time I was 
waiting for half an hour, the most 
recent episode, on October 8, I 
waited nearly 40 minutes to hand 
an important letter over. 

“There was a queue out of the 
door and one person on reception. 
On the wall it states that in an 
emergency, you should get the at¬ 
tention of a policeman, but there 
wasn’t one around. A florist who 
was in the queue said that he 
dreads delivering there because it 
is always like it. Then he barged to 
the front of the queue and handed 
his delivery over.” 

The revelation that the ancient 


custom of queueing is being flout¬ 
ed by florists will come as a shock 
to many, and in a police station of 
all places. 

Former chairman of the forum 
John Turner spoke of his experi¬ 
ence. He said: “I had to meet a se¬ 
nior police officer there and I had 
to wait 25 minutes to let them 
know I had arrived.” 

Superintendent Chas Bailey, the 
deputy borough commander, was 
quick to boast about the station’s 
record. He said: “There was a re¬ 
cent survey carried out on front 
line services at all the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police stations. Do you want to 
know who was best? Sutton.”

Youth team need 
to Improve areas’ 


A youth offending service 
which works to prevent 
further offending has been 
criticised for delivering inad¬ 
equate restorative justice. 

HM Chief Inspector of Pro¬ 
bation Andrew Bridges found 
the Sutton youth offending 
team’s (YOT) work to support 
victims was also underdevel¬ 
oped and there was little 
evidence of a co-ordinated 
strategy. 

However, Mr Bridges did 
note that the YOT were well 
placed to improve work in the 
area. 

During the inspection, car¬ 
ried out in May and July 2008, 
Mr Bridges found the YOT’s 
work with children and young 
people at risk of offending 
and those who have offended 
was adequate. 

The team’s work in the 
courts and its management 
and leadership were also list¬ 
ed as excellent. 

Areas of good practice were

noted in parenting support, 
assessment of emotional and 
mental health needs and 
support to children and young 
people who had been in 
custody. 

Mr Bridges said: “The in¬ 
spection of Sutton took place 
in the fourth phase of our 
YOT inspection programme 
and was undertaken in con¬ 
junction with the enhanced 
youth inspection, the joint 
area review of children’s ser¬ 
vices and the corporate as¬ 
sessment. 

“Improvements are recom¬ 
mended in a number of areas 
including the continued re¬ 
duction of first-time entrants. 

“Other areas include reduc¬ 
ing the reoffending rates for 
young people subject to com¬ 
munity orders, the assess¬ 
ment of risk of harm and the 
provision of support to the 


victims of crime.” 

The report also found the 
YOT had reduced the number 
of looked-after children com¬ 
mitting crimes, and had 
reduced the reoffending rates 
for those who had been in cus¬ 
tody. 

But for children and young 
people subject to community 
penalties, reoffending rates 
were higher than national 
and local comparators. 

The report found that educa¬ 
tion, training and employ¬ 
ment opportunities needed to 
be expanded for young people 
post-16. 

Improvements were also 
needed to ensure that risk 
management and sentence 
plans helped children and 
young people to behave differ¬ 
ently and to reduce reoffend¬ 
ing.

“We reduced the menu temporarily so the kitchen 
could get used to the increase in numbers without 
compromising quality,” says Jackie.

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There’s always time for a martini 


Daniel Craig is at his rough- 
and-tumble best in the new 
Bond film, Quantum Of So¬ 
lace, shooting first and leaving 
someone else to ask the ques¬ 
tions, writes Lucy Corry. 

MI6 are outraged at his 
behaviour, but 007 purists will 
be pleased to know that this 
street-fighting man still makes 
time for the finer things in life. 

During the film, Bond is on a 
flight to Bolivia when we see 


I 



him at the bar in first class, un¬ 
able to sleep. 

Rather than flick through 
Spy Monthly or watch a movie, 
Bond turns to his old friend 
the martini. But not just any 
martini. 

This 30,000-ft cocktail is 
made from “three measures of 
Gordon’s Gin, one of vodka, 
half a measure of Kina Lillet - 
which is NOT vermouth”. The 
potent mix is shaken, not 



stirred, until ice-cold, then gar¬ 
nished with a large thin slice 
of lemon peel. 

Just writing about it is 
enough to make me feel dizzy, 
but Bond knocks several back 
like they’re glasses of water, 
then gets off the plane to en¬ 
gage in another bout of secret- 
agent behaviour (including 
seducing an embassy official). 

Perhaps it’s the Kina Lillet - 
a French aperitif wine made 
from wine grapes, oranges, or¬ 
ange peel and quinine. Ver¬ 
mouth, as every good cocktail 
drinker will tell you, is a forti¬ 
fied wine given extra flavour¬ 
ing with herbs and spices. It’s 
also a lot easier to get hold of! 

Either way, while he’s not ex¬ 
actly the poster boy for respon¬ 
sible drinking (or driving, or 
spying, for that matter), there’s 
no question that he looks 
extremely stylish doing it. 

Perhaps it’s a lesson for us all 
- even when the world is crash¬ 
ing around your ears, there’s 
always time for a martini. 
DRINK THIS: Bond would 
probably think this was a soft 
drink - just one measure of 
vodka and a dash of cherry 
liqueur - but I’m sure he’d be 
impressed by the posh ingredi¬ 
ents. Akvinta vodka is distilled 
from organically-grown Italian 


wheat and water from Imotski, 
Croatia. It’s filtered through 
charcoal, marble, silver, gold 
and platinum, which make it a 
very smooth drink. 

This is perhaps what also 
gives it such a gilt-edged price 
tag - Akvinta vodka is £34.95 a 
bottle at Harrods (call Har- 
rods’ Wines & Spirits for mail 
order on 020 7893 8777). 

If MI6 is paying your bills, 
try an Akvinta Maraska Marti¬ 
ni before your next secret 
assignation. Joel Constantino 
from London private members’ 
bar Milk & Honey developed 
this Croatian-style cocktail, 
made with Maraska Maraschi¬ 
no from Zadar on the Dalma¬ 
tian Coast. 

Shake together 60ml Akvinta 
Vodka and 10ml Maraska 
Maraschino Liqueur over ice, 
then strain into a martini 
glass. Garnish with a stemmed 
maraschino cherry. 

If your budget is more civil 
servant than secret agent, you 
can still make a gin-based 
Bond-style martini. Outwit 
your enemies by using Tan- 
queray No.Ten, a more refined 
(and more expensive) version 
of Tanqueray gin. Just don’t 
try to sink too many - and be 
warned that this martini is 
stirred, not shaken. 


Fill a cocktail shaker with 
plenty of ice, then add 60ml 
Tanqueray No.Ten and 75ml 
Noilly Prat Vermouth. Stir 
slowly for two minutes to en¬ 
sure the martini is chilled and 


well diluted. Strain into a 
frozen martini glass and gar¬ 
nish with a grapefruit peel gar¬ 
nish.

to situations in all walks of 
life. 

“Plays, in particular, can be 
boring to read but it so worth¬ 
while and rewarding for people 
to do them.” 

The competitions will be

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : VAUXHALL ANTARA RANGE 


Vauxhall gets a grip 


Vauxhall is looking to clear 
the 4x4 slate with its Antara. 
Andy Enright reports 

Without its badges, most would iden¬ 
tify the Antara as a Japanese car, the 
intricate detailing, extensive use of 
chrome and clever packaging mak¬ 
ing it look anything but a European 
or American 4x4. 

The fact that it shares most of its 
parts with the Chevrolet Captiva 
will only add to the confusion until it 
becomes clear, with a little investiga¬ 
tion, that this model was developed 
at the GM Daewoo design centre in 
Incheon, Korea. Suddenly it all 
starts to make a lot more sense. 

Drop into the cabin and it’s un¬ 
doubtedly a Vauxhall product 
though. The centre console features 
switchgear that’s familiar to Astra 
owners. The stereo controls are even 
broadly similar to a Cadillac BLS, 
such is the global reach of General 
Motors these days. Three circular 


air vents dominate the fascia, sitting 
beneath a unit that houses the satel¬ 
lite navigation, if it’s specified, or 
the stereo controls and on-board 
computer, if it isn’t. 

The Antara is strictly a five-seater. 
With the rear seats folded, there’s 
1,420 litres of luggage space avail¬ 
able and even with them in place, the 
Antara isn’t shy of capacity. 

The loading aperture is quite nar¬ 
row, however, the tailgate fitting be¬ 
tween the two big rear light clusters. 
Viewed in isolation, the Antara 
looks to be about the size of a RAV4 
or a Grand Vitara but the tale of the 
tape shows that it’s a much heftier 
piece of metalwork. 

For a start, it’s fully 4,570mm long, 
compared with the 4,415 of the Toy¬ 
ota and the 4,470mm of the Suzuki. 

Even comparing it to the Vauxhall 
Zafira, we find the mini-MPV break¬ 
ing the tape at just 4,467mm. That 
figure should be taken with a pinch 
of salt though, as the Antara has a 
lot more bonnet than the Zafira and 


the wheelbases are around the same. 
Perhaps engineering the Flex7 seat¬ 
ing system into the Antara would 
have been too big an investment. 

Although it does boast four wheel 
drive, ground clearance is limited 
and although it does come fitted 
with a hill descent function, there’s 
no low range transfer case. In fact, 
for most of the time the Antara runs 
in front wheel drive mode only, the 
electromagnetically operated elec¬ 
tro-hydraulic clutch sending up to 50 
per cent of drive to the back wheels 
when the going gets slippery. 

Customers now only get one en¬ 
gine option - a 148bhp 2.0-litre CDTi 
diesel, fitted with a five-speed 
manual gearbox as stan¬ 
dard. Prices start 


at around £21,000 and there’s a 
choice of E, S or SE trim levels. 

If you’re quick with the stick, you 
can make very respectable progress 
- breaking 10 seconds to 60mph and 
going on to a fairly academic top 
speed of 112mph. Drive in a more 
measured fashion and the combined 
economy figure should approach 
33mpg. 

The Antara can be specified with 
the optional FlexFix system, a clever 
slide-out bike rack which emerges 
from under the rear bumper. This 
was pretty tricky to package in the 
Antara thanks to the rear wheels 
being driven but Vauxhall has man¬ 
aged it. There 
are also 
roof 



rails fitted that will easily accept a ski 
box or additional bikes. 

The Antara isn’t the most capable nor 
the most innovative 4x4 on the market 
but what it does offer is neat styling, de¬ 
cent build quality, a badge that people 
trust backed up by a massive dealer 
network, tried and tested engines and 
an affordable price tag.

The Good Garage Scheme was formed because of the need for effective self-regulation 
of independent workshops and MOT centres. Motorists can use the website 
www.goodgaragescheme.com to find a trustworthy garage in their area 


Garages that join the scheme: 

• Adhere to a strict Code of Conduct and pledge to have their customers’ best 
interests at heart 

• Must agree what work needs doing with their customers before it is carried out 

• Work to an industry-standard checklist 

• Must supply each customer with a feedback card allowing them to give their views 
on service directly to the Good Garage Scheme, which operates a stringent 
complaints procedure 

• Are subject to regular mystery shopper-style audits and face removal if they break 
the code of conduct 



It comes six years after a government taskforce explored the need 
for a national voluntary good garage scheme. 

Leading motor trade associations failed to agree 
to a scheme but decided to support the 
development of an OFT-approved 
code of practice. However, little 
progress on this has been 
made. Garages can apply 
for a BSI Kitemark 
which involves regular 
inspections, but can 
be costly for small 
businesses.

A TOUCH OF SPICE 
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Interceptors are found in all car parks, wash down bay areas and petrol 
stations. They collect oil and grit that runs off the surface of the tarmac into the collection 
chambers where the sludge gets separated from the liquids. 

Interceptors should be cleaned out every 6 months by law to keep the build of sludge to a 
minimum. If the sludge content becomes too high this will in turn reduce the effectiveness of how the 

interceptor works. 

It is your duty of care to dispose of this waste legally. Even when a contractor has taken the waste away it is still

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CASE STUDY: FLOODING IN OUR BOROUGHS 



Hydro-Cleansing is working closely with Government Agencies and Local 
Authorities to reduce the possibility of repeat flooding in the London 
Boroughs and surrounding areas. The devastating effects of this were seen in 

the summer of 2007. 

Over the last twenty years the number of drains, gullies, pits, holes and shafts 
that are being routinely cleaned has been radically reduced. This has largely 
been caused by budget cuts throughout the UK. 

With the trends in weather and our climate changing, flash floods are creating 
large volumes of water to collect in one area. The large volume build up is due 
to the heavily silted gullies and drains not being able to transfer this flood 
water to the soakaways that are designed to release the water slowly back into 
the natural environment and the water table. 

An important factor to the environment is our water table. The drainage 
infrastructure that was built in the early 1900’s, allowed the water to be 
channelled from the roads to the gullies to a soakaway. This then enables the 
water to percolate into the aquifer, which consequently replenishes our 
underground water reservoirs. Unfortunately, if the drainage and soakaway 
systems are non effective, the water then has difficulties gaining access to the 
aquifer. Particularly in summers of warm weather, this then reduces the 
volumes of drinking water available for the Boroughs that it supplies leading 

to more and more hose pipe bans.
